DEDICATORY SERMON: 


Text-—Psalm xxvii, 4—6. 

The more we study God’s arrangements 
in reference to our race,the more we admire 
them, We admire them in the great wis- 
dom displayed, and in the love manifested, 
and all for the greatest good of His creature 
—man And in these arrangements He} 
gives man just auch a part to act as will 
develope aud ennoble his manhood, while He 
reserves such a part to Himself as will wot 
alone demand but call forth the adoration 
and homage of that noble creature. If God 
did everything for mav,man would not have 
the opportunity to be either manly or noble; 
and if God had left man more to do than He 
jas, we would be less trustful and devo- 
jonal. Hence we seé that God has made 
ull provision for man in the economy of 
grace, but hag left it to him to work out the 
detaila in reference to the means'ised for 
the establishing and propogation of His 
kingdom in our own hearts and in the 
world. Hence it is that concerted worship 
is one of the duties of his people, and to 
make provision for this is no less a duty, 
hence from the very origin of the church 
up to the present there has been provisions 
for uniting the sympathies and powers of 
God's followers in His worship, and thus 
blending them in mutual nanan for 
each other, This haa been proved in the 
past, and especially when God has appeared 
in the midst and revealed by the light of 
His countenance the radiance and fragrance 
of His own love. These experiences haye 
had a place in the history of God's people 
in the past, and especially in times o1 
trouble, leaving an influence that can never 


| be erased. 


It is here we find the Psalmist,giving ex- 
pression to this beautiful sentiment, born 
of sorrow, wrung out by the bitterness of a 
wounded spirit or dissipated hopes, as he 
clings to the one never failing trust, crying: 
“One thing haye I desired of the Lord, that 
will I seek after—that I may dwell in the 
h use of the Lord all the days of my life,’” 
ete. 
I. Davids desire to dwell in the house of the 
Lord, We ure not to understand by this that 
he wished to live there. or to stay there con- 
tinually, Bis desire was to be » regular 
attendant on its means and ordinances—not 
like so many of our day, who only come ac- 
cassionally, We look upon this as being 
ove of the greatest evils of the age in which 
we live, as it is one of the most successful 
means of disheartening the minister, injur- 
ing your own soul, and ruining those whom 
God has committed to your trust. The 
minister cannot but feel that you do not 
rightly appreciate his services, and how 
must he feel in going in and out amongat 
you as your preacher? Thore was a time 
when Methodist ministers were simply 
called preachers, sometimes’ in the way of 
reproac', We wi h we were back in those 
days again, #.¢, if we merit the name 
fo. if so we merit bearing, and 
t regularly. And then it is ruinous to 
our own souls, How cun that soul prosper 
that will neglect the means of grace? It 
cannot, and it will not, Yon say cannot. 
I go to Gcd at home, and seek and find 
grace and help, Weanawer: No. A man 
cannot find graco when he is living ip 
known and wilful neglect of duty and the 
ordinances; and then the persons who seck 
grace in private are always those who at 
tend the public means of grace, And then 
it i most ruinous to your familys We know 
that the example of parents i great in- 
fluence upon theic children, ‘Thoy read in 
your eye, your looks and conduct just what 
your views and feelings are. A parent's 
zoal has more etfect than hia command, aud 
I never knew a mother in my life who ne 
gleeted the house of God that ever r io 
family that were regular attendants 
means of grace, and thus are ther 
mothors who ducide the eternal d 
thoir offspring.

Adulterations Glycerine. — Su 
glucose, dextri and gam are often 
used as intentional adulterations of glycer- 
ine. 

Good yeast can be kept in excellent condi- 
tion if itis twice well washed and with ice- 
cold hard spring water and then dried and 
well pressed. This mass is afterward to be 
well mixed with malt dust and stored in 
closed jars in ice cellars. 

In cold weather the aic contains more 
moisture, than in hot. In fact no amount 
of warmth in the atmosphere will dispel its 
moisture, and the simplest way to obtain 
dry air is by moans of cold. The moisture 
can be entirely frozen out of the utmos- 
phere, and thatis the only way it can be ful- 
ly removed. 

Straw to be bleached must be soaked ina 
solution of sodaand moved aboutin a bath 
containing two ounces of permanganate of 
potassium to one esllon of water. When the 
straw has acquired a light brown color, it is 
washed first in water and then in a solution 
of bisulphate of sodium, 


Great disinfectant and antiseptic action is 
said to result from the proper use of cop- 
per. M. Bureq recommends treatment of 
infectious diseases with salts of copper, the 
injection of the wood of nuts with copper 
sulphate, and the application of copper to 
infected furniture, clothing, and other sus- 
pected articles. 


‘The following compound for general use 
asa grease eradicator is recommendad by 
the Chemist and Druggist—Castile soap, in 
shayings, four ounces ; carbonate of socium- 
two ounces; borax, one ounce ; aqua am- 
monia, seven ounces ; alcohol, three ounces; 
sulphuric ether, two ounces. Soft water 
enough to make one gallon. Boil the soap in 
the water until it is dissolved, and then add 
the other ingredients, 

Paper ina variety of forms, which shall 
be both luminous and proof against damp, is 
made up of the following substances : Wate 
cr, ten parts; paper pulp, forty parts ; 
phosphorescent powder—by preference slak- 
ed tor twenty-four hours—twenty parts ; 
gelatine, one part, and saturated solution 
of bi-chromate of potash, one part. The 
gelatine resists the damp and the phosphor- 
escent powder secures luminosity.

| throughout this section, ‘The country ronds 
wore filled up with snow oven to the fonces, 
and it was with great difficulty that farm 
and others ¥ ble to reach the city with 
loads, ‘The sta, ‘la little late, but 
tho drivers were anxious to got away earl 
on the return trip, leat they might not 10 « 4 
thoir destination till after dark, The hoavy 
drifts, however, affected the railway ‘tratlio 
moro, perhaps, than any other branch of 
business, The Grand Junction division was 
blockaded ontirely. ‘Did tho blizzard at- 
foct the trafio on the Grand Junction rail- 
way ?! askod a roportor of a prominent of 
ficial of that division of the Midland, 
“Well, we're just the chaps it did. a fect,” 
ho answered, ‘for we were not ablo to do 
business scarecly ot all’ He said that 
conductor Kerr arrived early in the morn 
ing from Medoo, and left again at 10;15 for 
the same place, ‘The pilot ran behind the 
train unt tho ‘flats’? north of the Grand 
Junotion freight sheds were reachod, when 
tho locomotive at the hoad plunged into a 
snow-drift which almost entirely hid the 
boiler from sight, The train was stuck,and 
with the combined power of both engines 
they were unable to procecd or run back. 
A messenger was despatched to the Grand 
‘Trunk freight sheds for a mogul to come to 
their assistance; one with a full head of 
steam was sent back, and in the endeavor 
to extricate the train from the snow-bank 
it got stuck also, when ao fourth engine 
(a mogul) went out and succeeded in draw- 
ing tho train out of the drift between 6 aod 
8 o'clock p.m. of the 8th inst, In the mean- 
time the water in tho pilot's engine ran out, 
and the engineer was obligéd to put the fire 
out to prevent an explosion. Conductor 
Morrison, with a passenger train from 
Peterborough, in the morning got fast ina 
snow-bank near Stapely’s lime-tkiln, and as 
the water in the boiler was low the fire had 
to be extinguished, ‘This was an awkward 
position for the genial conductor to be 
placed in, but then there was no alterna- 
tive, so he did tho best he could to keep up 
the spirits of his passengers, who 
were heard to remark that if they could but 
got hold of Wiggins he would never predict 
another blizzard. Busses were sent out 
fiom Belleville after dinner, and the pas- 
sengers bronght to the city, cold and hun- 
ny. In consequence of this conductor 
Stanton’s train (the evening express from 
Teterborough) had to be stopped at Hay- 
éen's Corners, and the passengers reached 
Belleville at 10:45 p.m, (8th inst.) in sleighs. 
Several trains on this line were cancelled 
cntirely, and withal the storm will long be 
enact vere by the employees of tho road 
as one of the most disagreeable on record. 
On Friday the road was clear from Ha 
den’s Corners to Peterborough, and before 
night it was expected that trains would } 
Anise ee formerly, Friday morning 
all the trains were cancelled. The Grand 
Trunk suffered the game inconvenience and 
anoyance, notwithstanding the large num- 
ber of moguls and substantial snow-ploughs 
sent ahead to clean the track, The evening 
express due Belleville at 6 o'clock was de- 
layed at Fredericksburg all night, so that 
all trains running east and west had to be 
declared off, ‘The midnight train from the 
west had to remain at Napanee until Friday 
morning. The road was cleared about 9 
am. Friday, and the evening train of

Now, why this science, for hundrods and 
hundreds of years, should concern itself 
soloy with tho care of men’s livers and 
hearts an] splocnand limbs, and stand utter- 
ly powerless the moment the brain is touch- 
ed, let them explain who can. hank God, 
medical aid is no longer satisfied with hall- 
knowledge. Itis determined to look into 
this affair of brain-disturbance, And its

There i,a key to every problem. iis 
one can be solved,—and must, In fact, 
every particular case of insanity, or each 
class of cases, is an. independent problem;

A new patient is to hima new 
study. He admits, being utterly without 
quackery, that the case may bafile him, that 
he cannot handle it as a mason would set a 
stone. Muay bafile him! there are infinite 
chances thatit will laugh all his kuowledge 
to scorn, But patience, good people! it 
will not always be thus. A few generations 
of students, a stronger concentration of the 
light which is pouring in upon the world, 
and the new science will come forth in fall 
panoply. It bas taken’ six thousand years 
to bring Dr, Peterson to the birth, He ought 
todo good work for Mother Earth and her 
other children, 

But even body-treatment is not yet per- 
fected. itis still possible for a “noted” 
physician to declare that a kidney trouble 
is heart disease, and not to discover his mis- 
take until the post-mortem. Indeed, it is 
only a few years ago that D’Alembert told 
us of one of the leading medical lights of 
France, who retired after a practice ot thirty 
years, giving as bis reayon for so doing, that 
he was ‘‘weary of guessing,” Good physi- 
cians, honest ones, men who are determined 
to make medicine a science and nota buga- 
boo, willgo on guessing, conjecturing, ex 
periménting, investigating,—-and we kncw 
with what grand results, And if bedy-treat- 
ment, with its thousands of years of study,is 
thus imperfect, it would be folly to expect 
mind-tfeatment to be perfected in only two 
hundred,—it would he within b iunds to say 
even fifty. 

For let us compare what nowis with what 
has been. Not many years ago, no one 
cated to know whether such a man as Ben 
Hollins had any semblance of humanity, ex- 
cept the bodily, left in him, The divine 
spark was considered to be totally extinguish. 
ed. Iven the Reformation, much vaunted 
for its grand achieye rents, somewhat failed 
to touch this largo class of Christ's shoep 
effectively, ‘rue, it may be said in one 
sense to have inaugurated, or to have paved 
the way for, the steps which have since been 
taken in mental science, But of itself, it 
did nothing but ina moment of pity drive 
the monks outof the priory of St. Mary of 
Bethlehem, and convert'thy promises into an 
asylum, Where were the physicians, and 
where tho intel! t keepers? Not yet 
known. On the contrary, pity was satisfi 
when it had placed over the unhappy in 
mates of St, Mary's a3 barbarour a svt of 
men as wore ever bred in Rome, orf r that 
mattor in Africa or the Society Islands, Tho 
poor creatures confined there were lashed 
and beaten, starved and murdered.

Ovorhoated Rooms Hurtful.

Allover the world the old proverb is 
known. ‘ You can never get too much of a 
good thing ;” bat certuinly this proverb, 
like most others, i9 but an apparent truth, 
What sometimes may be called good, and 
regarded as real, is sometimes but an exter: 
nala-d partial good, which by continual 
habit leads to evil, or even becomes evil in 
itself, 

Weare led to this remark from experi- 
ence, having severel times observed the 
noxious influcnces of overheating living- 
rooms. <A hot stove is to be r led’ as 
something good in cold weather ; yet, under 
certain conditions, it is an injurious and im- 
proper thing. The first effect cf overheating 
18, that the air in the room becomes expand- 
ed, thus more rarefied, in consequence of its 


wnolecules or atoms being removed at a 
greater distance from each other. Thosamo 
cubic measure cannot, under such cireum- 


stances, include the same number of air 
atoms as before ; thus, in other words, it 
will contain really a less amount of air than 
before its overheating. Now oxygenis the 
only vivifying element of the air, Conse- 
quently, by overheating, the must lose 
apart of its power and ability to support 
human life, Out in the open air, for instance 
in the country, the oxygen has been proved 
partially to exist as a special allotropic 
modification, named ozone, which, according 
to experiments, possesses a higher vitative 
capacity than oxygen itself in its general 
condition, and which may be attributed to 
a quicker affinity for carbon and hydrogen. 
Tt is well known that an ogreeable feeling 
is experienced in breathing air which has 
been ‘*purified” by lightning ; in which 
case the oxygen of the airhas been altered 
to its second modification—ozone. ‘he fire 
in the stove does not exercise thia trans- 
forming influence upon the oxygen ; itrather 
produces the evil effects upon the air which 
the sun in Summer has upon the evaporations 
from dirty fens and swamps—it changes 
them into deleterious miasms. 
Further, ifa stove of the best quality, 
with careful management, produces such 
bad effects, it is obvious that a cooking- 
stove or any other of the same kind, with 
negligence, will be still more hurtful. The 
smoke, the dust from the ashes, the nause- 
ous smells from greasy matters, etc., all 
tend to the same result, to over-load the air 
with irrespirable particles. I do not here 
take the word ‘‘irrespirable” in the sense 
of not being able to pass through the air 
tubes, but of being unsuitable for respiration 
and inadequate to supply the hlood with its 
necessary nourishment—oxygen, Since the 
blood inthis way cannot obtain the proper 
supply of its **pabulum yite,” oxygen, or 
its allotropic modification, ozone, the im- 
pare matters, particularly the carbon and 
hydrogen, fail to be discharged from tho 
systom, and the blood becomes more and 
m re saturated with them. Thus eyery ele- 
mentary cellule becomes effete, because it 
cannot rid itself of the noxious excretions. 
This condition especially concerns the red 
blood corpuscles, and resultantly the white 
blood corpuscles are hindered in the course 
of their development, and thus there inovit- 
ably grows up within the blood a state of 
weakness, an incapacity to change the white 
into red corpuscles, and of what may be 
called indigestion of carbonic and hydro- 
genic elements. The number of the red 
corpuscles must decrease while the number 
of white ones increase, and soon we have a 
condition, strange enough, of blood simul- 
taneously too black and too white !—black 
from over-c rbonization of the red corpuscles, 
white from the increased number ot white 
ones, This is the ‘green sickness” or "pale 
sickness" of tho black blood, which, if 
continued, wil soon reduce tho nervous 
power of the body. F 

If inflamations or fevers appear, as signs 
of reaction on tho part of nature, they take 
a dull, slow, and asthonic course, with a 
tendency to become chronic, The glandular 
organs will likewiso have their share in the 
general indispovition ; thus the lungs and 
tho lymphatic glands, suffocating under 
excess of carbon and hydrogen, come into a 
state of chronic irritation, leading to tuber:

Fatal Accident. 

On Wednesday last, about 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon, as Lemuel McConnell, son of 
Mr, Elias McConnell, was working in a cut 
on the Q. & O. railway, on the 10th line of 
Rawdon, he met with an accident which re- 
sulted in his death about three hours later 
Young MoGonnell was uaing a pick, being 
situated at that moment under an over- 
hanging ledge, from which a large mass of 
rock, probably a cubic yard, fell upon him, 
striking him on the left leg below the knee, 
inflicting a compound fracture, the lower 
third of the log being badly lacerated and 
the bones splintered to atoms. The right 
arm in some strange manuer was caught 
above the wrist, and the flesh torn almost 
completely from the bones. Other iujuries, 
both external and internal, were suffered. 
The sufferer was taken to the boarding 
house, and medical aid at once sent for from 
Stirling, but death ensued before it could 
reach the spot. Examination showed that 
death was the direct result of internal in- 

‘as the shock, though severe, was not 
wht sulficient to cause death. Deceased 
was a cousin of Manson McVonnell, who re- 
ceived a fracture of the collar bone about 
two weeks before while working in the same 
cut, ‘This class of work is said to be left in 
a very dangerous state all along the Q. & 
0. litie, rocks overhanging cuts in a most 
threatening manner. ‘The Central Ontario, 
on the other hand, leaves the banks sloping, 
which allows no opportunity for such bar- 
rowing accidents, Deceased’s watch, which 
was in his trowsers pocket, was pressed all 
out of shape, as though caught and rolled 
between two heavy surfaces,

KRaliroad Gossip, 
Tho Midland bnsiness has becn increased 
yery much during the past few months, ow- 
ing to the Grand Trank using its track be 
tween Toront> and Belleville for moving 
oveiflow freight ihere is a rumor, appar 
utly well fuunled, that Mr. Beamer only 
consented to a cancellation of his contract 
to Luilil the castern section of the Toronto 
& Ottawa on payment of a very large som 
of money. ‘This indicates that our pemarks 
in onr issue of the 27th of January were 
nut correct, that is, that the Toronto & 
Ottawa section of the Midland never will be 
completed. If the Grand 'l'runk have come 
to the conclusion, as we believe they have, 
that this road would be almost use either 
as a trunk line or a completing road with 
the Ontario & Quebec, it is only natural. 
The Canala P syndicate, who are 
building the latt ad, have surely atrack 
the huge trank in a very tender spot this 
time. 

The ecntest between the Grand Trunk 
and the Canada Pacitic is being carried 00 
all along the line. he fierceness of the 
contest is shown by the way in which the 
rivals are goobling up the smaller lines. ‘The 
sinall lines are acquired not so much because 
they would be valuable possessions for 
either railway as from a fear that the other 
might secure them, The Canada Pacitic, 
owing to the Canada Central runuing fronr 
Brockville to Perth with a branch to Ot 
tawa, and running by way of Arnprior and 
Pembroke to a junction with what will be 
the main line of the transcontinental road 
at Calender, obtained a monopoly of the 
railway trade of the capital both east and 
west, by purchasing successively the St 
Lawrence & Ottawa (Ottawa & Prescott), 
and the line built by the Quebec govern 
ment connecting Ottawa with Montreal 
Further, the Canada Pacific railway made 
arrangements for connection between Ot- 
tawa and Toronto by building a line called 
the Ontario & Quebec, work on which has 
been actively prosecuted for some months 
past. In opposition to these movements of 
their opponents, the Grand Trank absorbe 
the Midland and purchased the Grand 
Junction and the Madoc lino, acquired the 
charter of the Toronto & Ottawa to connect 
the cities named, which is being rapidly 
constructed, leased or otherwise secured the 
new Canada Atlantic (Coteau to Ottawa), 
which gives them an entrance to Ottawa, 
‘nda route thirty miles shorter than that 
possessed by the C. P. R.; secured contr] 

! the Vermont Central, amalgamated with 
teelf the Great Western, with which the 

R. would have formed an alliance,and 

y purchased the North Shore line from 

al to Quebec, thus shutting out the 

R., for the present at least, from 

eastern and southern connections; buat it is 

stated that such will not for any consider- 

able length of time be the case.—Peterboro! 
Times.

An exchange hits the nail on the head in 
the following: It is absurd for tho residents 
of rural inupicipalities to suppuss that be- 
cause they get a large city weekly for the 
same money they pay for a good local paper, 
that they receive more value for their 
moncy. This is a mistaken idea. Any 
man who takes the least interest in the af- 
fairs of his township or county, if he can 
afford only one paper, should take the one 
published in his own county. The lo-al 
paper fornishes its readers with the news of 
the entire district, market reports, agricul- 
tural 1ews; county, town and township 
council reports; accounts of agricultural 
8 cirties and shows; and locol news 5 2 
erally, none of which the city papers cau 
pretend todo. It will thus be seen that 
neither the Globe, Mail, or any other city 
weekly can supply tke places of the local 
paper, glib-tongued agents to the contrary 
notwithstanding. To which do the people 
look when there is some local scheme to be 
advocated? Do they run to the city 
papers? No; for they know it would be of 
no use to do so. Then the country press 
should let those who take a city weekly in 
preference toa local paper go to the city 
editors for any favors they may ask. A 
good live paper is the best institution any 
town can possess, 


There is reason to believe that more cases 
of dangerous and fatal diseases are gradual: 
ly engendered annually by the habit of 
sleoping in small, unventilated rooms, than 
have occurred from a cholera atmosphere

| dow, not au eignth of an incl in thickness

roultitudes porish prematurely in cities; no 
wonder that infant children wither away 
liko flowers without water, and that five 
thousand of them are to die in the city of

Tho Uses of Celery. 


Celery should no longer be considered one 
of those luxuries that can be enjoyed only 
by the wealthy. Its culture has of late 
years been so simplified that it is now scarco- 
ly more difficult than that of any other gar- 
fla vegetable. ‘There isnownoreason why 
every farmer and every other person, who 
has the land, and wishes celery, should not 
have it, Those who use celery only in its 
raw state, or dressed as a salad, know only 
a part of the excellence of the vegetable. 


Sweet Cevery is amost favorite dish at 
our table, Celery is washed and cut up in 
pieces ofan inch or less. For this, stalks 
that are not thoroughly blanched, and which 
would be rejected by those who eat it raw, 
may be used, That which is imperfectly 
blanched is stronger than that which is 
white throughout, but any unpleasant flavor 
is driven off in the cooking. The celery & 
covered with water, and allowed to stow 
gently until thoroughly soft, If there is too 
much water for tho sauce, pour off the ex- 
cess, and a generous lump of butter, and 
flour, etirred firat in a little cold wator, 
enough to make a satce about as thick ax 
cream, add salt, if needed, and pepper if 
desired, Those who try tais, will be quite 
sure to repeat it, 

Cureny Sour, on Porux ov C&LERy.— 
Cut celory small, and stew until it ix very 
soft. Itis then to bo rubbed through a 
siove, ora colander, to separate the fibres. 
This celery pulp is added to a good stock— 
a plain soup made from moat, with only salt 
as a seasoning, slightly thickenod, and 
seasoned with pepper, otc, This is tho 
usual celery soup as met with at resturants. 
It is better if made with milk. We aro not 
aware of any definite proportion ; the celery 
polp is thinned with milk ; flour stirred up 
with butter is added to slightly thicken it. 
and salt and pepper are used ag seasoning, 
A small lump of sugar will greatly improve 
it. Serve yory hot.
